I N the spring election of ii>o8 the (leopk of -the city of Mi.'.'aukce 
vi.teil boniK lo the amount of $3(10.000 ft.r tht public su-jliools. 
Mayor l>avc Rirse of this city is iKit inclined to let the schools 
have inore than $120,000 of this money. 

Rose's "friendship" for the public school.s is well known. Only 
recently, in a (xililic adtiress, he advocated the diviskm of the public 
school funds bciween the Catholics and the non-Catholics.

On the face of it the reason is this: 

r>avc needs money for "his biys." The "City IX-mocracy”—the 
Tammany <>f Milwaukee—neeils funds. 

Just now the Ro.se clulis arc going to Ntw (Orleans again on a 
special train, to visit Mardi Gras and the red light district of New 
Orleans. All this costs mtmdy. 

If the boys ikin't get anv jobs from Dave they can't make any 
trips. They can't get drunk and hurrah and sliout for the great I>avc. 

• • • 

However, the majority of the conu.iun council of the city of Mil¬ 
waukee. refused to obey. 

Gur comnh>n council is controlled bv the DenuKrats wlio elected 
the twelve aldermcn-at-largc in spite of the fact that they only polled 
barely more than one-third of the entire vote. But for once some of 
the "All-the-timc-rosy-men" tliought that they ought to apjical from 
Dave the Drunk to pave tlie Sober. 

Sonic of them recognized the danger of crippling the public 
school system. Others did nut care to fling this new insult in the 
face of public ojiiniun, which has been sufficiently outrag' d by Dave 
heretofore. 

The Finance committee of the council proposed "a compromise 
measure" giving the scliools $245,(xio. This measure was adopted by 
the common council. 

But it was prom()tiy vetoed by Dave Rose, the national defender 
of the lifinor and reel light interests. 

* * • 

At the last meeting of the comnxrn council Dave's veto came up 
for consideration and wa-s sustained by a vote of twenty to thirteen. 
As it was, Dave needeel only twelve votes to sustain his veto, but he 
• had thirteen. 

Besides the nine Social-Democrats and six Republicans, five Dem¬ 
ocrats also voted for the public schools. 

* * * 

Dave did not strain himself very much to explain his veto. In 
his usual capper style he branded the expenditures of the school 
board as "flagrantly extravagant and unbusinesslike" — unbusinesslike 
evidently because there are some Social-Dcm(x:rats elected in both the 
common council and the school board, ami there is very little graft in 
the public school buildings—and that is clearly unbusinesslike in Uie 
eyes of Dave. 

He also found fault with the latest school building, because it has 
been equipped with a swimming pool, and in the assembly hall there 
are folding cliairs which are arranged in the amphitheater form. 

Truly extravagant! By-and-by the public schools will require 
chairs which will be as good as there are in the second-class saloons. 

• • • 

To understand the full importance of this we must know that 
Dave's ideal is the Italian or the Polish or Slavonian voter who 
cannot read the names on the ballot and has to bring in a printed 
slip to the election booth, stating that he wants to vote for Dave Rose 
and the Democratic ticket—for which patriotic service he afterwards 
receives a few free beers and twentv-frve cents. 

* • • 

However, the situation as now created by sustaining Dave's veto 
is rather unique. 

The frietids of the public schools cannot possibly give in. It 
now seems certain that ix> budget which does not give the public 
schools their just and necessary financial support will pass the council. 

The only thing the common council can do, therefore, is to send 
back to Dave Rose a budget substantially like the budget vetoed 
by him. 

Besides, as one of the aldermen pointed out, according to law 
the budget ought to have passed at tlie last meeting. And not having 
been bused, it is a mooted question whether the bonds are valid. 

'Thus not only is it very questionable whether the bonds will find 
buyers, but the validity of the entire tax levy for 1909 is thrown into 
doubt. 

The many improvements that have been begun and others that 
are necessary, may thus te indefinitetly postponed—in fact, the entire 
pay roll of the city of Milwaukee may be in confusion. 

* • • 

The ^estion is, why did Dave risk all this? 

It it impossible to think that he would do this simply because he 
has the "big head" and wants money for "his boys." He cannot be 
as foolish as all that 

We believe the cause lies deeper. 

• • • 

The attitude of the Roman Catholic church toward the public 
schools—and toward any state or commonwealth that is not ruled ab¬ 
solutely by the church of Rome—is too well known, to need much 
comment in this p^r. 

And a Mr. Oomachowski has just now introduced a bill in the 
legislature asking for a division of the public school funds between 
the Roman Cathie church and the people.

New York, Feb. 13.—^Thirty-five men, confessedly "down and 
out” and ready to sell all they ha(J in the world—their service*—to 
the highest bidder, were auctioned off like so nuny shec]) last night 
in the Parkside Presbyterian church; Brooklvn.

Human life depends upon food, 
clothing and shcitei’. Only when 
these arc assured arc freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higher human development 
possible. To produce food, cloth¬ 
ing and shelter, land and machinery 
are needed. Land by itself does not 
satisfy human needs. Human labor 
gets raw materials and food out of 
the soil by creating machinery and 
using it upon the land. Wlioever 
has control of land and machinery 
has control of human lalw, and 
with it of human life and liberty. 

Ttxlay the machinery and the 
land used for industrial purpo^ 
arc owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as nuchinery is 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it does not make its owners ao 
powerful that they can ilominate 
the sources of life of others. But 
when machinery becomes more and 
more complex and expensive, and 
requires for its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
woricers, its influence reaches oyer 
wider and wider circles of life. 
The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come the dominant class.
